Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1. 1 14 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 .1 14 was filed in this 
application after a decision by the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences, but 
before the filing of a Notice of Appeal to the Court of Appeals for the Federal Circuit or 
the commencement of a civil action. Since this application is eligible for continued 
examination under 37 CFR 1.114 and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been 
timely paid, the appeal has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114 and prosecution 
in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's 
submission filed on October 25, 201 1 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103

Claims 27-46 are rejected under 35USC1 03(a) as being unpatentable over 
Product Alert (3/23/98), as further evidenced by Product Alert (8/9/99, part 1), Product 
Alert (8/9/99, part 2), Candy Warehouse (3/27/03), the references labeled exhibits 
A,B,D,F and G, Baker (WO 00/19803), Coleman ('884), Hoeting et al ('870) and 
Applicants' admission of the prior art, in view of Price (3,840,678), as further evidenced 
by Hunter (GB ('356), Williams ('174), Ciffo (2,917,766), Schramm ('046), Martindale 
(797), Kennedy ('390), Beutlich et al (GB '581), McCombs (714), Meth ('599), 
Patterson ('975), Corteggiani et al (FR'917), Pilot Ink (JP'388), and McCaffery ('164) 
and further in view of Vogelsang (4,522,523) and Manzone (6,159,492). 

The references and rejection are incorporated herein and as cited in the 
examiners answer mailed December 9, 2010. The instant claim limitations are the 
same as those previously recited and thus are rejected for the same reasons of record. 
Specifically, claims 27, 34, 36, and 41 recite the same limitations as previously found in 
claim 1 ; claims 28, 37, 45, and 46 recite the same limitations as previously found in 
claim 2; claims 29, 34, and 42 recite the same limitations as previously found in claim 3, 
claims 30, 35, and 37 recite the same limitations as previously found in claim 4; claims 
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31 and 38 recite the same limitations as previously found in claim 5; claims 32, 39, and 
43 recite the same limitations as previously found in claim 6; and claims 33, 40, and 44 
recite the same limitations as previously found in claim 7. 

Claims 27-46 are also rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Price (3,840,678), as further evidenced by Hunter (GB ('356), Williams ('174), 
Ciffo (2,917,766), Schramm ('046), Martindale (797), Kennedy ('390), Beutlich et al (GB 
'581), McCombs (714), Meth ('599), Patterson ('975), Corteggiani et al (FR'917), Pilot 
Ink (JP'388), and McCaffery ('164), in view of Product Alert (3/23/98), as further 
evidenced by Product Alert (8/9/99, part 1), Product Alert (8/9/99, part 2), Candy 
Warehouse (3/27/03), the references labeled exhibits A,B,D,F and G, Baker (WO 
00/19803), Coleman ('884), Hoeting et al ('870), and Applicants' admission of the prior 
art, and further in view of Vogelsang (4,522,523) and Manzone (6,159,492). 

The references and rejection are incorporated herein and as cited in the 
examiners answer mailed December 9, 2010. The instant claim limitations are the 
same as those previously recited and thus are rejected for the same reasons of record. 
Specifically, claims 27, 34, 36, and 41 recite the same limitations as previously found in 
claim 1 ; claims 28, 37, 45, and 46 recite the same limitations as previously found in 
claim 2; claims 29, 34, and 42 recite the same limitations as previously found in claim 3, 
claims 30, 35, and 37 recite the same limitations as previously found in claim 4; claims 
31 and 38 recite the same limitations as previously found in claim 5; claims 32, 39, and 
43 recite the same limitations as previously found in claim 6; and claims 33, 40, and 44 
recite the same limitations as previously found in claim 7.
